New York, July 10, 245 a. m— 
[Special.}—Gov. Charles W. Bryan of 
Nebraska, brother of William Jennings 
Bryan, was nominated for Vice Presi- 
dent early this morning. The first roll 
call gave him 739 votes, more than 
the necessary two-thirds. 

Mingled cheers and boos greeted the 
announcement. 

The naming of Gov. Bryan is an- 
other triumph for the stratexy of 
George E. Brennan and the Old Guard. 

In fixing Upon the Nebraskan the 
leaders deemed it a neat bit of strategy 
that would bring his brother William 
J. into camp, beots and bridle. The 
idea is to center the campaigning in 
the agricultural regions of the. west, 
and the tail of the ticket, as with the 
Republicans, is to bear the brunt of 
the fight. 

Walsh. Declines the Honor. 

Senator Thomas J. Walsh of Mon- 
tana, in a letter to the convention, de- 
clined to take the vice presidential 
nomination. It was headed his way 
at the close of the day session when 
the delegates yelled fcr a chance to 
name him ifor second position by ac- 
clamation. 

Senator Walsh warded it off by ad- 
journing the session under the gavel, 
and at e evening session sent his 
message that “ reluctantly I cannot ac- 
cept the nomination yet to be. made 
by, the convention.” Senator Walsh 
deciared he can be of greater service 
onthe floor of the senate than in th» 
Vice President's chair, if elected. . He

Joy Enough for All. 

The delegates from Texas and Geor- 
gia, the two at which the accusing 
finger of the anti-kluxers has been 
pointed persistently, were as jubilant 
as if they had planted the flaming 
cross on the convention hall.

But on the other side of this battle 


there was just as much jubilation, not’!

goal has been to stop McAdoo. Anda he! Vanderbilt hotel. 
certainly was stopped. Then, too, there, 


was Mr. Bryan. Wasn't he repudiated 
forever and then some? 

And this last cause for satisfaction 
found welcome among the Old Guard. 
Their aim had been to stop McAdoo. 
On this Bryan had fought them, per- 
sistentiy, incessantly. He had . de 
nounced Davis in advance. And the 
conven romped over his fallen 
form. e@ Was so badly licked that his 
first audible utterance was: “I shall 
support the ticket.” 

McAdoo Camp Takes It Hard. 

Probably the principal exception to 
the general rule of finding something 
joyful in the outcome was the McAdoo 
camp. Among the zealots, the camp 
meeting shouters, there was a bit of | 
tragedy. The crusade they believed 
themselves engaged upon had not e¥en 
reached the half-way mark—550 votes. 

Still the shock of this disappointment 
had had several days during which’to 
sink in and they found their solace in 
mulling over the “defeat of the reac- 
tionaries, bosses and bootleggers” jn 
the Smith failure. 

Also they had another good point. 
Wasn't it the McAdoo folks that start- 
ed the vis landslide? It was their 
votes that carried him over the ma- 
jority line and then the Old Guard | 
swung in. Certainly! At this point 
a veteran guardsman steps up to de- 
mand whether it could have been done 
by the McAdoo states alone. Certainly 
not. The big states that have been 
going along with Smith, holding the 
line without a falter.

They 
do net stand heat well, and even though 
the temperature of the water fallg rap- 
idly, any of it that is over 120 degrees 
F’. when it hits the bug or its eggs will 
destroy. The bugs secrete themselves in 
cracks with considerable intelligence, as 
Pritchard says, and the heat must get to 
the bug, since Mahomet will not come to 
the mountain. 

Whatever method of eradication is 
used, it must be repeated once a week 
for a couple of weeka, since unreached 
eggs will hatch new bugs. 

A good equirting poison is: A mixture 
of corrosive sublimate, 1 ounce; alcohol,’ 
1 pint; turpentine, 4% pint ‘If this is 
used, a syringe to squirt it into cracks 
must be found. If it is easier to find 
the syringe than it is to find the alcohol, 
wood alcohol, or even hot water, can be 
used.

Thé First National bank Was organ- 
ized in the ‘70s, and was one of the 
best Known banking institutions in 
Wyoming. Francis K. Warren, United 
States senator from Wyoming, and 
father in law of Gen. Pershing, is vice 
president of the institution. George 
E. Abbott is president. 

In a statement following the closing 
of the bank Mr. Abbott declared that 
unprecedented depreciation in the val- 
ues of cattle and agricultural lands, 
excessive taxation and attempts to aid 
the smaller banks of the state were re- 
sponsible for the closing. 

Charlies G. Hirsig, widely known 
Wyoming cattle man and land owner, 
is president of the- Citizens’ National. 


The bank was organized about twenty 
years ago.
